Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  and 
also  the  Reports  of  the  Senior  Medical  Officers  of  the  Western, 
Central  and  Eastern  Provinces,  the  Report  of  the  Registrar  of  Vital 
Statistics  of  Lagos  and  Ebute-Metta,  and  the  Report  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Chemist. 


I.— STAFF. 

1.  The  Staff  at  the  end  of  the  year  consisted  of  the  Principal 
Medical  Officer,  Deputy  Principal  Medical  Officer,  five  Senior 
Medical  Officers  and  sixty-five  Medical  Officers  which  includes  four 
Native  Medical  Officers. 
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2.  Thi  •ee  Medical  Officers  were  seconded  during  the  year,  as 
follows: — 

One  in  the  early  months  with  the  Anglo-German  Boundary 
Commission. 

One  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Municipal  Board  of 
Health,  Lagos. 

One  seconded  for  work  at  the  London  School  of  Tropical 
Medicine. 

One  Medical  Officer  resigned  his  appointment. 

Three  Medical  Officers  were  invalided  out  of  the  Service  on  the 
grounds  of  ill-health. 

Another  wras  invalided  but  was  subsequently  re-employed  in 
another  Colony. 

One  Medical  Officer  was  transferred  to  another  Colony  in  the 
East. 

Sixteen  Medical  Officers  were  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  and 
supply  new  Stations. 

Calabar,  Warri  and  Onitsha  were  each  given  an  extra  Medical 
Officer. 

TL— NEW  MEDICAL  DISTRICTS  AND  HOSPITALS. 

1.  Obudu,  Eastern  Province,  and  Okwoga,  Central  Province, 
were  created  new  Medical  Districts. 

2.  The  Southern  Nigeria  Medical  Officer  at  Ilorin  was  with¬ 
drawn  and  an  arrangement  come  to  with  the  Northern  Nigeria 
Government  for  their  Medical  Officer  at  Ilorin  to  look  after  the 
Railway  Officials  and  employees  in  that  District. 

3.  The  new  Dispensary  at  Oshogbo  was  completed  and 
occupied. 
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4.  The  European  Hospital  at  Warri  was  completed  and  two 
European  Nurses  were  put  in  charge. 

It  was  not  long  before  it  was  occupied  ;  proving  the  need  of  such 
an  Institution  there. 

5.  Opobo  European  Hospital  was  also  completed  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  some  alterations. 

6.  A  European  Nurse  was  appointed  to  the  Native  Hospital  at 
Calabar,  and  the  result  obtained  has  proved  how  necessary  the  step 
was. 


Ill . — GENERAL  REVIEW  OF  MEDICAL  WORK. 

1.  The  work  in  the  Department  shows  a  general  increase  during 
the  year  under  review. 

The  tables  of  Statistics  show  a  very  substantial  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  treated. 

The  opening  of  two  new  Medical  Stations  would  not  affect  the 
figures  to  this  extent. 

It  is  clear  therefore  that  more  work  has  been  done  at  the  Stations 
already  established. 

2.  On  looking  at  the  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  1909  over  1908  of  12,739.

The  principal  causes  of  illness  may  be  briefly  enumerated. 

Malaria  6,167  ;  an  increase  of  768  cases. 

Dysentery  1,056  ;  an  increase  of  59  cases. 

Intestinal  cases  12,459 ;  Respiratory  8,551. 

Rheumatism  7,430,  Diseases  of  8 kin  3,607. 

Injuries  9,898,  Parasites  5,818. 

3.  Small-pox. — The  satisfactory  condition  of  Lagos  Town  as 
regards  Small-pox  in  previous  years  continued  during  1909. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  by  7,  namely  a 
total  of  10.  But  the  source  of  infection  in  these  ten  cases  was  from 
outside,  and  from  the  Egba  Country  where  Small-pox  was  very 
prevalent. 
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A  severe  epidemic  started  there  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year. 

Although  it  may  be  said  to  be  endemic  in  the  Western  Province 
no  epidemic  was  reported,  except  the  one  mentioned  above,  over 
which  we  had  no  control. 

Until  Small-pox  worship  is  stamped  out  by  very  rigorous  mea¬ 
sures  the  disease  will  never  be  really  under  control.  Only  43  cases 
came  under  our  notice  in  the  whole  Province,  that  is  excluding 
Lagos  Town. 

In  the  Eastern  Province,  12  cases  were  treated  and  one  serious 
epidemic  occurred  in  the  Degema  District. 

In  the  Central  Province,  29  cases  were  treated  but  this  by  no 
means  represents  the  number  which  occurred. 

It  is  only  when  it  assumes  an  epidemic  form  that  we  are  able 
to  detect  it.  No  serious  epidemics  were  reported. 

4.  Vaccination  has  been  carried  on  with  the  same  energy  as 
in  previous  years ;  and  taking  into  account  the  number  of  people 
who  are  never  seen  again  the  results  are  I  think  most  gratifying. 

It  may  be  as  well  to  define  again  what  is  meant  by  “Unsuccessful :  ” 
One  inefficient  mark — unless  ^  inch  square.

There  is  an  increase  in  the  total  number  vaccinated  of  7,343  but 
a  decrease  in  the  number  of  successful  cases  of  6,951. 

The  Western  and  Central  Provinces  show  increases  in  “  Total 
Vaccinated”  and  the  Eastern  a  decrease  in  “Successful”  but  good 
results. 

The  Western  Province  numbers  include  Ibadan  Town  and 
District. 

The  Native  Councils  pay  the  expenses  of  Lymph  and  Vaccina¬ 
tors  but  the  work  is  under  the  close  supervision  of  a  Medical  Officer. 
28,278  were  vaccinated  and  14,530  were  successful. 

0.  A  good  many  eases  of  Varicella  occurred  at  the  larger 
Stations. 

It  is  important  that  these  cases  should  be  inspected  owing  to 
the  fact  that  modified  Small-pox  may  be  mistaken  for  them. 

As  a  rule  when  accommodation  is  available  wre  isolate  them. 
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It  is  very  difficult  to  check  in  Prisons  and  on  ships  in  the 
Harbours. 

Measles  was  fairly  common,  but  little  notice  is  taken  of  it  except 
when  the  Natives  apply  for  treatment  for  their  children.  I  saw 
one  case  in  a  European. 

Influenza  occurs,  but  only  isolated  cases. 

7.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  state  that  there  were 
only  40  cases  of  Beriberi  reported  as  compared  with  last  year  (1908) 
when  there  were  162. 

Three  cases  occurred  in  the  Western  Province  (one  on  the 
Railway  Extensions)  with  two  deaths. 

Thirty-two  cases  in  the  Central  Province  with  three  deaths. 

Five  in  the  Eastern  Province  with  twro  deaths. 

In  Calabar  Prison  there  was  only  one  case. 

This  speaks  well  for  the  manner  in  which  the  Medical  Officers 
have  done  their  work  who  have  been  in  charge  of  that  Prison, 
which  had  a  bad  record  in  past  years. 

8.  1  am  afraid  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea  are  on  the  increase 
although  the  figures  in  the  Tables  do  not  indicate  it. 

So  many  cases  are  treated  privately  that  no  reliable  statistics 
can  be  obtained  about  either  of  these  diseases. 

Practising  privately  as  I  do  I  can  form  a  very  good  opinion. 

IV.— SANITATION. 

WESTERN  PROVINCE. 

1.  Sanitation  at  Head-quarters  is  carried  out  by  the  Municipal 
Board  of  Health ;  and  the  Municipal  boundary  has  lately  been  con¬ 
siderably  extended. 

Sanitary  matters  during  the  year  have  received  much  attention 
from  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ?nd  Sanitary  Engineer. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  still  continues  to  be  an  Officer 
seconded  from  this  Department. 

2.  Drainage  and  the  disposal  of  refuse  has  received  a  good 
deal  of  attention  but  much  still  requires  to  be  done,  but  in  the 
hands,  as  it  now  is,  of  a  properly  trained  Sanitary  Engineer  great 
improvements  will  be  effected. 

3.  Many  new  laterite  roads  have  been  made  which  tend  to 
improve  matters  considerably. 

4.  Building  Regulations  are  under  consideration,  and  when 
they  become  law  a  great  check  wifi  be  placed  on  the  erection  of 
insanitary  dwellings  a  great  many  of  which  exist  now. 

The  native  idea  of  a  dwelling  house,  even  costing  over  £1,000,  is 
not  as  a  rule  in  accordance  with  hygienic  principles. 

5.  There  is  however  a  distinct  tendency  on  the  part  of  the 
people  to  keep  their  dwellings  and  yards  in  a  more  cleanly  state. 

6.  Kimberley  swamp  has  been  refilled  by  S.D.  “  Sandgrouse  ” 
and  while  work  w^as  in  progress  some  inconvenience  to  residents 
was  caused.  Later  it  is  intended  to  fill  up  all  that  sw  amp  to  the 
MacGregor  canal. 


7.  Sanitation  generally  at  the  other  Stations  in  the  Province  is 
being  improved  ;  but  all  takes  time  and  money  and  naturally  must  be 
of  slow  growth. 

CENTRAL  PROVINCE. 

1.  Sanitary  matters  at  Warri  have  received  a  good  deal  of 
attention  during  the  year  but  much  remains  to  be  done  still. 

Warri  from  its  situation  and  close  proximity  to  mangrove 
swamps  is  a  difficult  place  to  deal  with,  but  there  has  been  a  marked 
improvement  during  the  year. 

There  is  a  Sanitary  Inspector  and  sanitary  gang  who  look  after 
the  town  sanitation. 

These  are  under  the  Medical  Officer. 

2.  At  the  Out-stations,  sanitation  is  being  steadily  pushed  for¬ 
ward  and  in  this,  the  District  Commissioners  have  given  every 
assistance  in  their  power  in  the  way  of  labour. 

3.  In  purely  native  towns  sanitation  remains  the  same,  for  all 
that  can  be  done  is  by  persuading  the  chiefs  to  take  an  interest  in 
such  matters.  Those  who  come  more  in  contact  with  the  District 
Commissioners  and  Medical  Officers  do  make  some  effort. 

EASTERN  PROVINCE. 

1.  Sanitation,  at  Calabar,  has  been  carried  on  energetically  as 
before,  and  its  situation  affords  every  opportunities  for  drainage. 

At  the  larger  Stations  like  Opobo,  Bonny,  and  Degema,  a  good 
deal  of  attention  is  devoted  to  sanitation  but  at  the  more  remote 
ones  not  very  much  can  be  done  beyond  keeping  the  bush  out  well 
away  from  the  bungalows  and  attending  to  minor  details. 

2.  The  Natives  are  urged  to  keep  their  towns  clean  but  in 
most  cases  they  pay  little  attention  to  such  except  when  they 
expect  a  visit  from  the  District  Commissioners. 

V.— WATER  SUPPLY  AND  DRAINAGE. 

1.  A  Water  Supply  for  Lagos  is  in  contemplation  and  a  survey 
and  preliminary  experiments  have  been  made  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Peet. 

The  river  chosen  is  the  Iju  near  Agege.  It  is  reported  that 
with  filtration  a  pure  abundant  supply  can  be  obtained. 

This  would  be  an  immense  boon  and  also  a  saving  to  the  native, 
who  to  my  knowledge  pays  a  large  price  for  drinking  water  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  dry  season. 

A  pot  of  about  three  gallons  selling  for  3d. 

At  present  Lagos  has  rain-water,  tanks  and  wells,  for  its  water 
supply. 

2.  Ibadan  as  far  as  Europeans  are  concerned  depends  on  rain 
water,  and  wells  for  domestic  purposes. 

The  railway  reserve  has  a  large  iron  tank  into  which  water  is 
pumped  by  steam.  This  water  is  laid  on  to  the  bungalows  and 
hospital  by  means  of  pipes. 


3.  There  are  twelve  Government  Wells  in  the  town  and  they 
have  proved  a  great  boon  to  the  people. 


4.  At  Meko  and  Shaki,  a  good  spring  water  supply  can  be 
obtained,  but  at  the  other  Stations  like  Jebu  Ode,  Epe,  etc.,  the  chief 
supply  is  rain  water  collected  in  tanks  and  wells  for  domestic 
purposes. 

5.  At  Jebba  on  the  Northern  Extension,  water  is  obtained  from 
a  spring  which  is  protected  and  a  pipe  leads  from  it  to  a  tank 
whence  the  water  is  drawn. 

6.  At  Wuterrie  on  the  same  line,  water  is  got  from  the  Ivaduna 
River. 

1.  Drainage  in  Lagos  is  of  the  surface  type  only  and  deals  with 
storm  and  slop  water. 

It  is  not  of  a  good  type  but  shortly  a  much  better  kind  is  to  be 
introduced.  Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  soil  the  drains  are  liable  to 
sag  and  allow  water  to  collect. 

2.  In  the  other  Stations  drainage,  except  a  primitive  kind  only, 
exists. 

However,  year  by  year,  things  are  improving  in  this  respect  as 
money  becomes  available. 

1.  At  Warri,  drainage  except  from  the  European  houses  on  the 
bank  of  the  creek  is  impossible  as  the  ground  sinks  at  the  back  of 
them  almost  immediately  towards  a  hollow. 

2.  The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  rain  water  tanks  and 
wells. 

3.  Forcados  depends  entirely  on  rain  water  for  its  Europeans. 
There  are  some  wells  but  not  of  good  quality. 

4.  At  other  Stations  in  the  Province  there  are  rain  water 
tanks,  river  water  and  wells,  but  at  some,  good  spring  water  can  be 
obtained. 

1.  Calabar  has  an  excellent  water  supply  from  two  springs  and 
from  a  reservoir  and  tanks  water  is  laid  on  to  the  houses  of 
Europeans. 

2.  Other  places  such  as  Opobo,  Bonny,  Degema,  etc.,  rely  on 
rain  water  but  at  many  of  the  newer  stations  good  spring  water  is 
obtained. 


VI.— SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

1.  In  Lagos,  the  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  has  been  extended 
and  a  new  depot  established  during  the  year. 

It  is  of  the  dry-earth  and  pan  system,  central  depot  and  night 
tram  to  convey  the  sewage  to  a  dejection  jetty,  over  deep  water, 
some  distance  out  of  the  town. 

There  are  also  a  good  many  latrines  built  over  deep  running 
water,  at  various  points  along  the  Lagoon  shore. 

2.  At  other  Stations  in  the  Province  the  trenching  system  is  in 

use. 

1.  At  Warri  and  Stations  in  the  Central  Province  where  tidal 
waters  are,  the  sewage  is  emptied  in  mid-stream  on  the  ebb  tide. 

cVt  the  other  Stations  the  trenching  system  is  in  use. 
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1.  In  the  Eastern  Province  the  conditions  are  similar  to  those  in 
the  Central  Province. 

VII.— PARASITES  AND  BITING  INSECTS. 


1.  The  number  of  cases  of  Guinea  Worm  treated  in  Southern 
Nigeria  during  the  year  shows  a  marked  increase.

This  increase  is  accounted  for  I  believe  from  the  fact  that  more 
people  applied  for  European  methods  of  treatment. 


2.  The  Western  Province  shows  the  largest  increase. 

Lagos  Hospital,  Dispensaries  and  Ebute  Metta  show  a  substantial 
increase. 

This  emphasizes  the  necessity  for  a  proper  water  supply  more  and 
more. 

It  w6 7ill  be  of  much  interest  to  know  that  one  European  Official 
suffered  from  the  disease  in  the  Western  Province. 

He  was  a  Loco.  Driver. 

3.  Glossinae  seem  to  he  quite  common  in  most  parts  of  the  Colony. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  the  Glossina  Palpalis  that  is  found. 

I  have  caught  them  in  the  Quarters  of  the  Principal  Medical 
Officer  and  they  are  said  to  he  common  in  the  swamp  near  the  Cemetery. 

On  a  narrow  strip  of  land — 200  yards  wide — between  the  sea  and 
Beshi  (Badagry)  Creek  I  have  found  them  quite  numerous. 

4.  No  case  of  Sleeping  Sickness  was  reported  in  the  Western 
Province,  one  only,  Agbor-Ishan  District,  in  the  Central  and  none  in 
the  Eastern. 

5.  This  is  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  seeing  how  numerous 
Glossinae  are. 

6.  Tabanidae,  sand  flies  and  mosquitoes  are  common  in  most 
Districts. 

7.  Eilariasis.  34  cases  were  treated  in  the  whole  Colony.

VIII. — ANTI-MALARIA  WORK. 

1.  This  work  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year  with  the  usual 
vigour. 

It  is  expensive  work  and  naturally  can  only  be  accomplished  slowly 
in  a  general  wav  but  the  individual  himseli  lias  means  at  his  disposal 
which  he  can  avail  himself  of  and  thus  assist  the  greater  work. 
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2.  The  quantity  and  cost  of  Quinine  issued  gratuitously  for  Pro¬ 
phylaxis  and  Treatment  in  the  whole  of  Southern  Nigeria  was  as 
follows : —

3.  The  use  of  Mosquito-Nets  and  the  fairly  regular  taking  of 
•Quinine  is  becoming  very  much  more  general  amongst  Natives. 


4.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  the  giving  of  Quinine  to  young  children 
is  not  more  general. 

5.  The  Syrian  Community  in  Lagos  nearly  always  give  it  to  their 
children  and  as  a  rule  take  it  themselves. 


6.  In  former  years  in  Lagos,  Blackwater  was  very  common 
amongst  them  whereas  now  it  is  quite  rare  to  be  called  on  to  treat  a 
-case. 


PLAGUE. 

1.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  were  not 
threatened  with  Plague  during  the  whole  year. 

It  shows  how  thoroughly  it  was  dealt  with  when  it  appeared  on  the 
Gold  Coast. 

2.  In  the  Western  Province  there  is  a  Quarantine  Station  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Harbour. 

Also  a  disinfecting  chamber  and  house  for  the  Clayton  Apparatus 
have  been  erected  near  the  Sanitary  Jetty. 

Passengers  can  here  be  landed  and  their  effects  disinfected  should 
occasion  arise. 

3.  In  the  Central  Province  there  is  a  similar  Apparatus  at 
Eorcados. 

The  Quarantine  Station  is  some  three  miles  up  the  Sapele  Creek. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  enlarge  its  area  and  improve  it  generally. 

There  is  deep  water  quite  close  in  and  with  a  short  wharf  Ocean 
Steamers  can  get  alongside  easily. 

4.  In  the  Eastern  Province  there  is  a  larger  type  of  Clayton  at 
Calabar  which  can  be  lifted  on  to  a  barge  or  steamer. 

It  is  not  easy  to  find  a  place  for  a  Quarantine  Station  at  Calabar 
but  a  site  has  been  selected  in  the  mangrove  swamps  which  will  be 
cleared,  filled  up,  and  fenced. 

5.  The  Apparatus  are  attended  to  carefully  and  worked  once  a 
week  by  an  Officer  of  the  Marine  Engineering  Staff. 
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KAILWAY  EXTENSIONS. 


1.  2,697  patents  were  treated  on  the  Kailway  Extensions  as 

compared  with  1,485  the  previous  year.  Of  the  former  number  374 
were  Europeans. 

The  Kailway  Extensions  consist  of  the  Medical  Districts  of  Offa, 
Jehba,  Mokwa  and  Wuterrie.  These  are  all  in  Northern  Nigeria. 

Six  deaths  occurred  and  from  the  following  causes — Malaria  three 
deaths,  Blackwater  one,  Heat  Exhaustion  one,  and  Cerebritis  one. 

Last  year  there  were  seven  deaths.  Malaria  four,  Blackwater  three. 

Some  men  seem  to  keep  quite  well  on  these  Extensions  whereas 
others  have  continued  had  health.  There  seems  to  he  no  special  reason 
for  this  except  that  a  good  many  men  come  out  who  are  not  physically 
robust.  It  is,  I  hear,  very  hard  to  get  suitable  men  for  this  work. 

I  suppose  carelessness  about  Malarial  Prophylaxis  plays  the  larger 

part. 

You  cannot  get  some  men  to  realise  the  absolute  necessity  for  such 
precautions  to  be  carried  out  to  their  fullest  extent  and  never  relaxed.

Efforts  are  being  made  to  make  every  permanent  bungalow  mosqui¬ 
to-proof  and  portable  mosquito-rooms  are  being  issued  for  bush  houses. 

The  clearing  of  the  bush  round  the  camps,  disposal  of  refuse  by 
burning,  proper  disposal  of  night  soil  by  the  trench  system,  attention 
to  water  supply  and  general  cleanliness  are  all  matters  which  receive 
attention  from  the  Medical  Officers. 

It  is  found  very  difficult  to  enforce  cleanliness  in  the  Native 
Workmen’s  Camps. 

The  Resident  Engineer  and  his  Staff  have  rendered  every  assistance 
in  sanitary  matters  but  labour  I  believe  has  been  scarce  and  their  time 
has  been  fully  occupied  with  their  own  duties. 

HOSPITALS,  DISPENSARIES  AND  ASYLUMS. 

1.  Lagos  Hospital,  1,519  Natives  and  122  European  Patients  (74 
Officials  ami  48  Non-officials)  were  treated  as  In-patients  as  compared 
with  1,298  Natives  and  149  Europeans  (67  Officials  and  82  Non-Officials) 
in  1908. 

Native  Out-patients  numbered  5,179  as  compared  with  4,575  in  1908. 

346  Surgical  Operations,  of  which  4  were  on  European,  were  per¬ 
formed  during  the  year  as  compared  with  289  in  the  previous  year. 

The  above  figures  show  the  useful  work  that  is  being  carried  on 
and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Native  Patients  the  way  they  are 
gradually  appreciating  the  European  methods  of  combating  disease. 

The  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  question  of  increased  accommo¬ 
dation  will  have  to  be  considered  both  for  Natives  and  Europeans. 

The  European  Ward  has  on  one  or  two  occasions  been  quite  full. 

2.  The  death-rate  of  Europeans  admitted  was  3*2%. 

One  died  of  Tubercle,  one  Alcoholic  Insanity,  one  Appendicitis 
(after  operation)  and  one  Bronchitis. 
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The  death  from  Appendicitis  was  an  Official  and  the  other  three 
Non-Officials. 

This  death-rate  must  therefore  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  in 
every  way. 

There  was  not  a  single  death  from  Malaria. 

There  were  95  deaths  among  the  Native  In-patients  giving  a 
death-rate  of  6’2 °/o. 

Pneumonia,  Intestinal  Disease,  Tubercle  and  Tetanus  accounted 
for  largest  number  of  deaths.

PRISONS. 

1.  The  health  of  the  Prisoners  confined  in  Prisons  in  the  Colony 
has  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

Many  digestive  troubles  arise  from  change  in  diet  but  this  is 
not  to  be  wondered  at  as  the  nature  of  the  food  partaken  of  by  the 
numerous  tribes  varies  very  considerably. 

However  food  and  water  has  received  much  attention  of  late 
years. 

4/ 

All  water  is  boiled  for  drinking  purposes. 

Many  Prisons  are  over-crowded  but  this  cannot  be  helped  as 
such  buildings  like  Lagos  and  Calabar  Prisons  cannot  be  erected  all 
over  the  Colony  all  at  once.

Sanitary  condition  is  good  and  there  is  an  efficient  water  supply. 

It  is  visited  daily  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge.  The  Inmates 
perform  such  work  as  their  mental  condition  will  allow. 

The  staff  consists  of  Head  Attendant,  Matron  and  four  Attendants.

The  Officers  stationed  at  Ilorin  and  the  Camp  half  way  between 
that  place  and  Jebba  on  Railway  Construction  work  have  been 
withdrawn  and  the  Medical  Officer  Ilorin  (Northern  Nigeria)  assists 
in  attending  Railway  Officials  in  that  District. 

During  the  year  it  was  unfortunately  found  necessary  to  invalid 
an  European  Nurse  who  was  suffering  from  illness  the  results  of 
climatic  conditions  and  also  three  Medical  Officers  only  one  of  whom 
however  was  affected  by  illness  the  result  of  the  climate. 

3.  The  formation  of  a  Municipal  Board  of  Health  in  Lagos  and 
the  appointment  of  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  that  town  and 
Ebute-Metta  mark  a  distinct  epoch  in  the  Sanitary  history  of  this 
Colony  and  not  only  is  the  result  visible  in  the  towns  mentioned  but 
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a  very  definite  fillip  has  been  given  to  Sanitation  all  through  the 
Province  as  greater  efforts  are  being  now  made  to  remedy  the 
defects  reported. 

4.  Population. — The  European  population  in  the  Province  is 
increasing  rapidly,  chiefly  in  Lagos  but  also  in  other  towns,  as  may 
be  seen  by  comparing  the  figures  given  below  with  those  of  former 
years.

The  Native  population  is  increasing  and  extending  eastwards 
on  the  Island  and  also  across  the  Lagoon  in  the  direction  of  Ebute- 
Metta  and  along  the  Yaba  road,  in  fact  in  this  last  direction  a  very 
few  years  will  see  buildings  extending  in  a  continuous  line  as  far  as 
the  Asylums. 

5.  Births  and  Deaths. — This  is  the  first  full  year  in  which 
Records  of  these  have  been  sent  in  by  the  Sub-Registrars  at  Epe, 
Ikorodu,  Shagamu  and  Badagry,  and  although  they  may  not  yet  be 
quite  reliable,  especially  those  from  the  last  named  District,  it  is 
a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  each  year  will  bring  greater 
accuracy.

Nine  deaths  of  Non-Natives  have  been  registered  in  Lagos,  two 
of  which  occurred  up-country.  Three  of  the  nine  were  in  Officials, 
viz: — two  from  Fever  and  one  from  Appendicitis. 
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6.  Inyalidings. — During  the  year  38  Officials  were  invalided, 
the  cause  in  26  instances  being  Climatic.

The  large  increase  this  year  is  mainly  due  to  the  number  sent 
home  from  the  Kailway  Extension  Works  beyond  Oshogbo. 

7.  1  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  no  case  of  Sleeping  Sick¬ 
ness  has  been  recorded  in  this  Province  and  only  12  cases  of 
Filariasis. 

8.  Plague. — The  Epidemic  which  occurred  last  year  on  the 
Gold  Coast  has  apparently  died  out,  no  recrudescence  having  been 
recorded.  This  Colony  has  been  most  fortunate  in  not  having 
become  infected. 

The  work  of  inspecting  and  cleaning  of  compounds  which  was 
started  at  that  time  has  been  continued  with  great  advantage  to  the 
town  of  Lagos,  75,267  houses  and  compounds  having  been  inspected 
and  cleaned  up,  and  the  crusade  against  rats  and  mice  has  suffered 
no  interruption,  with  the  result  that  24,421  rats  and  8,194  mice  have 
been  destroyed  during  the  last  twelve  months. 

9.  Parasites.— I  regret  to  be  unable  to  record  any  decrease  in 
the  number  of  patients  treated  for  parasitic  disease  in  some  form  or 
other. 

Guinea  Worm  unfortunately  appears  to  be  on  the  increase  both 
in  Lagos  and  elsewhere  and  the  sooner  a  reliable  water  supply  can 
be  obtained  the  better  for  the  community. 

10.  Lagos. — The  Sanitary  condition  of  Lagos  and  Ebute-Metta 
has  been  well  looked  after  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  sjDite 
of  many  difficulties  there  has  been  much  progress  made.  Old  roads 
have  been  extended  and  improved,  and  in  some  cases  metalled  and 
fresh  ones  have  been  constructed.  The  town  is  being  rapidly  opened 
up  and  wheel  traffic  is  now  possible  to  practically  all  parts. 

The  lack  of  building  rules  has  resulted,  unfortunately  in  the 
erection  of  buildings  which  may  lead  to  much  inconvenience  in  the 
future.  This  want  will,  I  hear,  soon  be  remedied.  Difficulties  are 
encountered  in  keeping  drains  from  becoming  nuisances  in  the  dry 
weather  but  with  a  better  water  supply  these  will  be  very  much 
lessened  or  removed. 

Swamp  filling  has  been  carried  on  with  very  great  advantage 
at  the  north  west  end  of  the  Town  and  at  the  east  end  the  Dredger 
“  Sandgrouse  ”  has  been  doing  good  and  much  needed  work 
filling  up  the  swampy  land  at  the  back  of  Force  Road  and  raising 
the  level  generally  of  the  parts  around.  The  process  in  the  early 
stages  led  to  some  inconveniences  of  a  temporary  nature  to  the 
occupants  of  neighbouring  houses  which,  however,  are  not  to  be 
compared  to  the  advantages  which  will  accrue  as  a  result. 
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Water  Supply. — Great  attention  has  been  given  to  Iju  Water 
Scheme  recommended  last  year  by  Professor  Simpson.  Careful 
observations  have  been  made  under  the  direction  of  an  expert  Water 
Engineer  which  have  proved  of  an  eminently  satisfactory  character 
both  as  to  quantity  available  and  purity,  and  it  has  been  shown  by 
Chemical  Analysis  and  Bacteriological  Examination  that  by  means  of 
filtering  beds  water  can  be  obtained  of  such  a  degree  of  purity  that 
no  further  treatment  will  be  required.  What  an  enomous  advantage 
this  will  be  to  Residents  in  Lagos  and  Ebute-Metta  is  only  to  be 
thought  of  to  be  appreciated. 

Quarters. — Several  new  buildings  have  been  erected  and  occupied 
on  the  Race  Course  and  others  are  in  course  of  construction  in  the 
same  locality.  Some  of  the  older  Quarters  in  the  town  which  are 
very  close  together  and  shut  in  should  only  be  occupied  by  Bachelors. 

11.  Anti-Malarial  Work. — a. — Kero  sine.  In  Lagos  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  Kerosine  on  Mosquito  breeding  pools  has  been  carried  on 
by  the  Sanitary  Department.  In  Out  Stations  very  little  has  been 
used  as  the  efforts  made  for  filling  in  depressions  and  for  drainage 
have  rendered  it  unnecessary  at  some  places.  At  Aro  and  Oshogbo  it 
has  been  used  at  a  cost  of  £1  14s.  8d.  and  17s.  4d.  respectively, 
and  at  Jebba  Larvieide  has  been  distributed  which  was  valued  at 
5s.  9d. 


b. — Quinine.  The  advantages  of  regularly  taking  Quinine  either 
daily  or  at  short  fixed  intervals  are  becoming  more  appreciated  year 
by  year  not  only  by  Europeans  but  by  Natives  and  the  Syrians 
take  it  largely  having  proved  its  value.  The  custom  is  practically 
universal  among  the  European  Community  and  the  exceptions  to  the 
rule  generally  suffer  in  the  end. 

The  amount  of  the  drug  issued  during  the  year  from  Government 
Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  was  as  follows: —

c. —  Mosquito  Nets.  Mosquito  nets  are  used  by  almost  all 
Europeans,  although  there  are  a  few  exceptions,  but  not  enough 
care  is  taken  to  keep  them  in  proper  repair,  indeed  they  are  in  some 
instances  no  better  than  traps.  This  condition  is,  1  regret  to  say, 
often  noticed  in  varying  degrees  when  called  in  to  see  Fever  stricken 
Patients. 

cl. — Mosquito-proof  Rooms.  These  are  found  now-a-days  in 
most  Official  Quarters  though  not  in  all  either  at  Lagos  or  Ebute- 
Metta.  Advantage  is  not  however  taken  of  them  to  that  extent 
which  would  be  expected  considering  the  benefits  they  confer.  For 
reading  and  writing  in  an  evening  and  for  sleeping  in  they  are  a 
a  boon  which  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those  who  use  them. 

12.  Lagos  Hospital. — This  Institution  is  being  taken  more 
advantage  of  both  by  Europeans  and  Natives  as  is  shown  by  the 
increasing  numbers  of  both  In  and  Out-patients  each  succeeding 
year.  The  objection  to  becoming  an  ln-patient  is  rapidly 
disappearing. 

The  European  Ward  has  on  one  or  two  occasions  been  quite  full 
and  in  at  least  one  instance  a  European  has  had  to  be  placed  in  a 
small  room  in  connection  with  the  Native  Ward  and  another  who 
would  otherwise  have  been  admitted  had  to  be  treated  in  his  own 
quarters.  Considering  the  increasing  population  of  Europeans 


(male  and  female)  the  provision  of  more  accommodation  is  becoming 
a  necessity  which  will  require  attention  in  the  immediate  future. 

Ninety-nine  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  four  in  Europeans 
and  ninety-five  in  Natives. 

13.  Lagos  Dispensaries—  These  are  continuing  their  good  work 
in  the  town  and  increasingly  command  the  confidence  of  the  Natives. 

The  number  of  attendances  has  gone  up  by  over  a  thousand  and 
the  daily  average  number  seeking  treatment  is  135. 

At  Ereko  if  some  alteration  could  be  made  in  the  buildings  the 

e  l' 

work  would  be  greatly  facilitated  and  the  expense  would  not  be 
great. 

14.  Southern  Nigeria  Regiment. — Of  the  Native  Troops,  991  were 
treated  at  the  Dispensary  and  125  admitted  to  Hospital. 

There  were  195  Recruits  examined  of  whom  176  were  passed  as 
fit  for  service. 

15.  Lagos  Prison. — On  admission  all  Prisoners  are  immediately 
examined  and  if  necessary  vaccinated. 

The  food  is  good  and  sufficient,  the  water  is  obtained  from  wells, 
that  used  for  drinking  being  always  boiled,  ventilation  is  provided 
for,  the  general  sanitary  condition  is  satisfactory  and  the  cells  are 
kept  clean  and  neat. 

At  the  Dispensary,  1,241  Patients  were  treated,  chiefly  for 
Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  and  Alimentary  tracts,  and  169  admitted 
into  the  Hospital,  five  of  whom  died. 

Two  cases  of  Beriberi  occurred  one  of  which  was  transferred  to 
Calabar  and  the  other  sent  to  the  Lagos  Hospital. 

The  Epidemic  of  Varicella  which  broke  out  last  year  continued 
and  49  Patients  were  sent  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

16.  Lnfectious  Diseases  Hospital. — The  number  of  Patients  admit¬ 
ted  has  unfortunately  shown  a  very  marked  increase  on  that  of  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  142  admissions,  110  were  suffering  from  Vari¬ 
cella,  22  from  Measles  and  the  remaining  10  were  cases  of  Small-pox, 
six  of  which  proved  fatal. 

During  the  last  few  months,  sundry  rumours  have  come  down 
about  this  disease  being  rife  in  Abeokuta,  although  on  enquiries 
being  made  nothing  definite  could  be  ascertained.  In  several 
instances  the  Patients  were  in  some  way  connected  with  that  town 
but  direct  infection  from  that  place  could  not  be  traced. 

The  very  large  preponderance  of  male  over  female  Patients 
admitted  makes  one  suspect  that  all  cases  are  not  reported. 

17.  Y aha  Lunatic  Asylum. — During  the  year,  31  Patients  have 
received  treatment,  25  of  whom  still  remain  Inmates.  Taken  as  a 
whole  the  general  health  has  been  satisfactory. 

Mosquitoes  are  numerous,  which  is  not  altogether  surprising 
considering  the  low  level  of  some  of  the  surrounding  ground  and  the 
presence  of  a  stagnant  pool  within  a  short  distance,  and  quinine  is 
administered  weekly  in  the  necessary  doses  to  all  Inmates. 

The  compound  has  been  cleared  of  a  large  amount  of  bush  and 
the  attempt  to  cultivate  food  stutfs  has  made  considerable  progress. 
Since  the  beginning  of  April  the  value  of  the  articles  grown  has 
amounted  to  £10  Is.  Id.  and  in  the  coming  year  this  sum  will  be  very 
largely  increased. 


The  question  of  providing  more  accommodation  and  of  extend¬ 
ing  the  compound  is  receiving  attention.  The  former  is  badly 
wanted  and  with  increased  numbers  the  expense  per  head  would 
decrease. 

18.  Yaba  Leper  Asylum. — At  present  there  are  12  Patients 
although  19  have  been  treated  during  the  year.  All  are  voluntary 
Inmates  and  none  have  been  admitted  under  the  Ordinance. 

The  cases  treated  have  been  all  of  the  nerve  variety.  On  the 
recommendation  of  the  Principal  Medical  Officer  the  treatment  of  the 
Disease  by  the  Deycke  method,  by  Nastin,  was  started  in  September. 
Four  cases  were  selected  and  judging  from  the  present  condition  of 
these  Patients  the  results  give  every  encouragement  to  continue  it. 
The  Patients  themselves  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  as  to  their 
own  improvement  and  in  most  it  is  visible  to  others. 

“  Marked  improvement  both  in  the  general  health  and  the  local 
condition  in  each  case  cannot  fail  to  be  noted”  is  the  dictum  of  Dr. 
Beale-Browne  the  Medical  Officer. 

19.  The  Research  Laboratory  Yaba. — This  was  opened  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  Dr.  Graham,  who  later  received  the  assistance 
of  Dr.  Connal,  being  in  charge. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  investigation  of  biting  insects,  etc., 
many  pathological  specimens  have  been  reported  on  and  useful 
Bacteriological  investigation  has  been  carried  on. 

This  Institution,  the  first  of  its  kind  on  the  Coast,  will  become 
an  important  factor  in  the  investigation  of  the  cause  of  Tropical 
Disease. 

20.  Ebute-Metta. — On  the  whole  the  general  health  of  the 
Railway  Officials  has  been  very  fair  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
state  that  no  death  has  occurred  among  either  the  European  or 
Native  Staff. 

The  Railway  compound  continues  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  and  the  sanitary  affairs  are  well  looked  after. 

During  the  year  three  new  Bungalows  have  been  erected. 

The  water  supply  is  good  and  the  large  tank  is  cleaned  every 
fourteen  da  vs. 

%j 

The  wells  are  kept  covered  and  no  guttering  is  allowed  round 
the  houses  the  result  being  that  Mosquitoes  are  less  numerous  than 
thev  used  to  be. 

c/ 

Mosquito  nets  are  inspected  monthly  and  are  kept  in  good  order. 
Two  years  ago  all  the  Quarters  were  provided  with  Mosquito  proof 
rooms  and  I  reget  to  have  to  say  that  is  not  now  the  case. 

21.  Apapa. — On  account  of  the  increasing  size  of  the  Marine 
Works  and  the  number  of  people  residing  there,  Apapa  has  become  a 
much  more  important  place  than  formerly. 

It  has  been  put  under  the  medical  care  of  the  Medical  Officer  at 
Ebute-Metta  who  visits  it  two  or  three  times  weekly  and  also  when 
emergency  requires. 

Several  blocks  of  European  Quarters  have  been  erected  but 
these  do  not  provide  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  number  of 
Officers  located  there ;  others  however  are  in  course  of  instruction 
which  will  remedy  this  defect. 


A  small  village  has  been  built  for  Natives  employed  in  the 
workshops.  Each  house  has  two  rooms  two  verandahs  and  a  kitchen 
built  separate  and  is  let  at  a  monthly  rental. 

22.  Iddo. — Three  Europeans  live  here.  The  clearing  and  filling 
in  required  for  the  extension  of  the  sidings  has  had  a  very  beneficial 
efiect.  Two  Earth  Closets  have  been  provided  for  the  Clerks  and  a 
Water  Latrine  for  the  Labourers. 

23.  Aro. — In  this  District  there  are  26  Europeans,  of  whom  14 
are  stationed  at  Aro.  Bush  clearing  has  been  continued  further  all 
round  the  Station,  drains  have  been  cut  where  necessary  and  grass 
and  shade  trees  planted.  The  use  of  Mosquito  nets  is  extending 
rapidly  among  those  who  can  afford  them  and  they  are  greatly 
appreciated.  All  European  Officials  and  Non-Officials  are  provided 
with  Mosquito-proof  rooms  which  are  made  good  use  of. 

Mosquitoes  are  not  common  within  the  cleared  area  although 
beyond  it  they  are  numerous.  Tsetse,  chiefly  G  Morsitans,  is  scarce 
in  the  vicinity  of  Aro  but  along  the  Ogun  above  and  below  the 
Station  it  is  frequently  found,  which  is  also  the  case  at  Olokemeji 
and  Meko. 

Guinea  Worm  is  an  affection  which  is  fairly  frequently  seen  in 
Abeokuta. 

Water. — Rain  water  tanks  are  the  only  source  of  supply  at  Aro 
except  the  river  but  at  Meko  there  is  an  excellent  Spring. 

General  Sanitation  is  satisfactorily  attended  to  and  all  refuse, 
rubbish,  etc.,  is  burnt  buried  or  trenched. 

24.  Ibadan. — The  European  population  in  the  District  is  as 
follows,  viz : —

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Taken  altogether  the  general  health  of  Europeans  has  been  fair 
although  two  deaths  have  occurred  among  Non-Officials,  one  the 
results  of  Dysentery  and  the  other  of  Fever. 

As  prophylactic  Quinine  has  only  been  issued  to  European 
Officials. 

a.  — Station.  Seven  Officials  have  been  invalided  from  the 
following  causes: — Appendicitis  1,  Black  water  1,  Malarial  Debility  4, 
Blasting  Accident  1. 

The  Barracks  are  well  looked  after  and  maintained  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  state. 

b.  — Residency.  Mosquito-proofing  is  much  more  extensive  here 
than  at  the  Station.  The  Residency  itself  has  four  rooms  fenced 
with  gauze.  Government  House  is  almost  all  enclosed  in  this 
manner  and  tne  Sanatorium  likewise  but  neither  of  them  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner.

A  gang  of  prisoners  is  employed  for  sanitary  work. 

Refuse  is  collected  and  burnt  in  an  Incinerator  of  a  very  cheap 
but  effective  type. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  Wells,  for  washing  and  bath¬ 
ing,  and  from  tanks  for  drinking. 

The  Prison  is  visited  daily  and  the  health  of  the  Inmates  has 
been  fairly  good.  Four  have  been  released  on  medical  grounds  and 
there  have  been  no  deaths. 

An  Epidemic  of  Varicella  broke  out  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  but  suitable  precautions  were  at  once  taken  to  prevent  its 
spread. 

c. — Ibadan  Town.  In  February,  a  Sanitary  Inspector  with  four 
Labourers  was  appointed.  This  was  soon  followed  by  a  more  cleanly 
condition  of  the  main  thoroughfares. 

The  Chiefs  and  owners  of  compounds  showed  a  willingness  to 
receive  and  act  on  advice  and  a  general  improvement  of  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  town  has  been  noted. 

Three  new  Wells  have  been  constructed,  making  now  a  total  of 
12  Government  Wells,  all  of  which  are  very  popular  and  are  largely 
used. 

A  Washing  place  on  a  small  scale  was  constructed  near  the 
Dispensary  and  on  account  of  the  large  number  who  wished  to 
make  use  of  it,  it  was  found  necessary  to  double  its  size  at  once. 
Since  then  two  others  have  been  made  in  other  parts  of  the  town 
which  are  just  as  much  appreciated. 

As  yet  there  is  no  Slaughtering  place  for  animals  but  it  is  hoped 
that  in  the  coming  year  funds  will  be  available  for  its  construction. 

A  Law  dealing  with  sanitation  of  the  town  w^as  recommended 
by  the  Board  of  Health  and  adopted  by  the  Bale  and  Council  and 
under  it  there  have  already  been  several  Prosecutions.  A  modified 
Contagious  Diseases  Ordinance  has  also  been  passed  by  the  Council. 

The  camp  just  outside  the  town  and  near  the  Station,  which 
has  for  years  been  a  most  filthy  spot,  has  under  an  Order  been  burnt 
down  on  account  of  its  insanitary  condition  and  the  ground  cleaned 
and  properly  laid  out. 

d.  — Vaccination  has  been  vigorously  carried  on  both  in  Ibadan 
and  the  towns  in  the  District  with  very  little  friction.  Those  done 
in  Ibadan  with  are  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  those  in  the 
outside  towns  by  a  travelling  Inspector. 

Slight  Epidemics  of  Small-pox  have  occurred  in  some  of  the 
smaller  towms  which  however  soon  died  out  on  the  necessary  steps 
being  taken. 

In  all  sanitary  matters  the  Resident  has  given  the  greatest  help 
and  the  improvements  made  are  mainly  due  to  the  influence  he  has 
exerted. 

25.  Oyo ,  Iseyin  and  Saki. — Oyo  is  kept  clean  and  the  improve¬ 
ments  mentioned  last  year  have  been  extended.  A  sample  Slaughter¬ 
ing  place  has  been  built  which  is  extensively  used  by  the  Market 
Butchers. 

The  water  supply  is  one  of  the  worst  features  of  this  town 
and  Guinea  Worm  is  very  prevalent. 
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Iseyin.  This  is  not  a  clean  town  and  the  Chiefs  do  not  follow 
the  advice  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  nor  the  instructions  of  the 
District  Commissioner  in  regard  to  sanitary  matters. 

Saki  is  a  fairly  clean  town  and  has  a  good  water  supply.  It  is 
now  following  the  example  of  Oyo  in  the  matter  of  road  making. 

20.  Oshogbo. — There  are  18  Europeans  in  this  neighbourhood  9 
of  whom  are  Officials.  Three  Bungalows  have  been  erected  each  of 
which  has  a  Mosquito-proof  room  which  is  very  much  used. 

Clearing  and  drainage  work  is  in  progress  but  as  yet  it  is  not 
extensive  enough. 

A  pipe  has  been  laid  to  bring  water  from  the  reservoir.  Well 
water  is  also  available. 

27.  Epe. — The  European  population  consists  of  11  persons,  six 
of  whom  are  Officials. 

One  European  Official  wTas  invalided  and  a  Native  Official  was 
unfortunately  drowned. 

Clearing  has  been  continued  but  more  is  yet  required. 

It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  get  the  town  Latrines  kept  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner. 

No  Glossinae  have  been  seen  in  Epe  but  Mosquitoes  and 
Tabanidae  are  numerous. 

28.  Ondo.— Here  and  in  the  surrounding  country  there  are  18 
Europeans  of  whom  only  two  are  Officials. 

Tabanidae  are  common  and  Glossinae  are  very  numerous 
except  at  Idanre,  Anopheles,  however,  are  fairly  rare. 

29.  Badagry. — There  are  thirteen  Europeans  living  in  the  town 
and  neighbourhood,  2  Officials  and  11  Non-Officials. 

The  health  of  the  Prisoners  lias  been  good. 

There  is  a  Slaughter  House  on  the  edge  of  the  lagoon  where  all 
animals  for  the  Market  are  killed. 

30.  Railway  Extension . — The  Line  between  Oshogbo  and  Jebba 
has  been  completed  and  handed  over  to  the  Open  Lines.  Of  the 
Medical  Officers  stationed  on  this  section  it  has  only  been  found 
necessary  to  retain  the  one  at  Offa. 

By  arrangement  with  Northern  Nigeria  the  Medical  Officer  at 
Ilorin  attends  Railway  Officials  at  and  near  that  town  but  as  he  is  so 
much  awav  from  his  Station  a  good  deal  of  the  work  has  still  to  be 
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done  by  the  Medical  Officer  at  Offa. 

31.  Offa. — On  account  of  the  erection  of  Raihvay  workshops,  etc., 
this  has  become  an  important  centre.  There  are  23  Europeans  (all 
Officials  but  three)  and  24  Native  Officials  besides  a  large  native 
population. 

Seven  Europeans  have  been  invalided  four  of  whom  were  suffer¬ 
ing  from  Disease  attributable  to  the  Climate. 

The  present  Latrine  System,  which  is  not  very  satisfactory,  will 
soon  be  abolished  and  replaced  by  one  of  an  improved  character. 

Water  is  obtained  from  tanks  and  wells  but  beyond  this,  swamp 
water  is  the  only  supply  available. 
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32.  The  Northern  Extension. — There  are  three  Medical  Officers 
-stationed  on  this  part  of  the  Line,  one  being  at  Jebba  and  two  at 
Camps  further  north. 

Jebba. —There  are  42  Europeans  living  here,  20  being  Officials.. 
Six  Bungalows  have  been  built  and  two  more  are  in  course  of  con¬ 
struction. 

Seven  Europeans  have  been  invalided  and  two  sent  home  after 
8  months.  In  every  instance  except  one  the  reason  was  climatic. 
Poor  Physique  of  the  men  sent  out  has  had  a  distinct  influence  on 
the  sick  rate. 

All  the  houses  have  Mosquito-proof  rooms  and  some  have  all 
the  rooms  so  protected. 

Clearing,  draining  and  filling  in  of  pits  has  been  carried  on  all 
the  vear,  the  cost  of  which  during  the  last  six  months  has  been 
£120  5s.  9d. 

Water  is  obtained  from  a  Spring  which  has  been  protected  and 
covered  and  from  which  a  pipe  leads  to  a  tank  from  which  the  water 
is  drawn. 

There  is  a  Sanitary  Gang  of  12  men  and  another  26  are  con¬ 
tinuously  weeding  and  clearing. 

Many  Anopheles  and  Culex  are  found  here  and  occasionally 
'Tsetse  flies  are  seen. 

Wuterrie. — This  Camp  is  situated  near  the  Kaduna  river  from 
which  the  water  supply  is  obtained. 

The  fortunate  possessors  of  M  osquito-proof  rooms  greatly  appre¬ 
ciate  them. 

Horses  suffer  greatly  from  Trypanosomiasis  and  Intestinal  Para¬ 
sites  but  no  Tsetse  flies  are  to  be  seen  near  the  camp  although  in  the 
direction  of  Zungeru  there  is  a  Tsetse  Belt  two  miles  wide. 

33.  Vaccination. — Vaccination  has  been  vigorously  carried  on 
during  the  year  in  the  Province  and  along  the  Railway  Line  all  the 
way  up. 

In  the  Province  itself  there  is  a  Government  Staff  of  31  Vaccina¬ 
tors  at  work.  In  Ibadan  and  the  towns  under  it  there  are  26  more 
paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Ibadan  Council. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Tables  of  Vaccinations  attached  a  large 
amount  of  very  good  work  is  being  done  and  although  the  reported 
numbers  are  less  than  those  of  former  years  there  is  reason  to  believe 
from  the  number  inspected  that  better  and  more  reliable  work  is 
being  done  than  was  the  case  previously. 

34.  There  is  no  doubt  that  both  at  Head  Quarters  and  at  the  up- 
country  Stations  marked  advance  can  be  noted  especially  by  those 
who  knew  the  Lagos  and  Hinterland  of  a  few  years  ago. 

The  Officers  of  the  Department  are  devoting  much  time  and 
^energy  to  the  cause  of  sanitary  progress  and  are  greatly  indebted  to 
the  Political  Officers  of  the  various  stations  for  seconding  their 
efforts,  supporting  them  by  the  great  influence  they  wield  and 
endeavouring  to  obtain  the  funds  without  which  the  necessary  works 
cannot  be  carried  out.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Department,  as  far  as  the  Eastern  Province  is  concerned,  for  the 
year  1909. 


T.— MEDICAL  STAFF. 

On  December  31st,  1909,  the  Medical  Staff  consisted  of 
The  Provincial  Medical  Officer, 

One  Senior  Medical  Officer. 

Fourteen  Medical  Officers. 

II.— NEW  DISTRICTS  AND  HOSPITALS. 

The  new  Hospital  at  Opobo  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  will  supply  a  much  needed  want. 

2.  One  new  Medical  District  was  created  during  the  year,  viz.,  Ohudu. 

III.- REVIEW. 

To  judge  of*  the  work  done  during  1909  attention  is  drawn  to  certain 
figures  taken  from  the  Statistical  tables. 

1.  24,350  patients  were  attended  to,  with  182  deaths,  as  against 
21,671  during  1908  with  164  deaths. 

2.  The  Small-pox  figures  12  are  small  and  apt  to  lead  one  to 
think  that  the  disease  is  rare.  Fortunately  in  the  Eastern  Province 
Small-pox  during  1909  has  not  been  much  in  evidence  but  there  has 
been  a  severe  epidemic  in  the  Degema  District,  and  good  evidence  was 
brought  to  bear  showing  that  the  Small-pox  Doctors  were  greatly  res¬ 
ponsible  for  it  as  they  inoculated  healthy  people  from  Small-pox  cases 
with,  of  course,  evil  results.  In  time  this  source  of  danger  will  dis¬ 
appear  as  the  people  become  more  accustomed  to  European  Doctors. 

3.  The  Vaccination  figures  are  unsatisfactory  hut  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  the  “bush”  natives  view  with  suspicion  all  attempts 
made  to  introduce  vaccination.  These  feelings  will  change  gradually. 
I  am  urging  Medical  Officers  to  increase  efforts  in  this  direction  and  at 
Calabar  putting  in  force  the  provisions  of  the  law.

Prejudice  and  evil  feelings  exercised  by  “Juju”  men  have  much  to 
sav  to  the  small  numbers. 

All  cases  not  inspected  having  been  classed  as  “unsuccessful”  it  is 
allowable  to  suppose  that  the  successful  were  in  reality  larger  than  the 
above  figures  show. 

4.  Varicella  shows  a  considerable  increase  over  190S  the  figures 
being  (1909)  480  cases  as  against  151  cases  in  1908.  It  is  however 
harmless  and  no  deaths  occurred,  the  patients  being  isolated. 
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5.  Beriberi  shows  5  cases  with  2  deaths  as  against  81  cases  in  190S, 
and  195  in  1907.  Calabar  Prison  in  which  it  used  to  be  epidemic 
accounts  for  only  1  case. 

6.  Dysentery  shows  199  cases  as  against  219  in  1908  and  437  in 
1907;  the  deaths  being  (1909)  45,  (lyOh)  41,  (1907)  103.  Calabar  Prison 
which  furnished  so  many  cases  shows  in  190y  only  16  cases. 


IV.  —SANITATION. 


Sanitation  has  been  carried  on  as  before  with  considerable  energy. 
In  European  centres  it  is  good,  in  purely  natives  centres  bad,  as  might 
be  expected.  Only  time  and  quiet,  but  persistent,  efforts  are  needed  to 
effect  good  work. 

V. —  WATER  SUPPLY  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  following  places  enjoy  the  benefit  and  luxury  of  spring  water: — 
Obudu,  Obubra,  Ikom,  Ogoja.  Bende.  Abakaliki,  Ikot  Ekpene,  Okigwi, 
and  Calabar.  Great  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  contamination ; 
not  ideal  in  all  cases  but  this  is  a  matter  of  monev, 

e. 

2.  In  other  places  tanks  are  in  use. 

3.  Sewage  disposal  is  the  dry  earth  pan  system. 

In  tidal  waters  the  night  soil  is  thrown  into  the  ebbing  tide. 

VI. — PARASITES  AND  BITING  INSECTS. 

Glossina  (in  most  cases  palpalis)  are  reported  from  Ogoja,  Obudu, 
Ikom,  Afikpo,  Opobo,  Bende,  Arochuku,  Owerri,  Degema,  Calabar,  Bonny. 

There  is  serious  cause  for  apprehension  here.  Up-country  some¬ 
thing  may  be  done  by  clearing  to  diminish  the  danger  of  Sleeping  Sick¬ 
ness  establishing  itself.  But  the  presence  of  Glossina  in  the  Mangrove 
swamps  of  the  whole  seaboard  of  the  Eastern  Province  is  a  grave 
menace. 

Let  the  fly  but  become  infested  and  the  spread  of  Sleeping  Sickness 
will  probably  be  rapid  along  the  whole  seaboard.  Eortunately  Sleeping 
Sickness  is  a  very  rare  disease.  We  probably  do  not  hear  of  all  the 
cases  but  undoubtedly  it  is  a  rare  disease  at  present. 

2.  Sand  flies,  and  Mosquitos  are  common  everywhere. 

3.  Tabanidae  are  reported  from  Ikom,  Afikpo,  Opobo,  Bende, 
Arochuku,  Degema,  Calabar. 

4.  Guinea  Worm  is  reported  from  Ogoja,  Ikom,  Opobo,  Abakaliki. 

VII.— ANTI-MALARIAL  WORK. 

This  consists  of  (a)  Bush  clearing  ( b )  swamp  filling  (c)  destruction 
of  mosquito  breeding  places  {d)  prophylactic  use  of  quinine  ( e )  use  of 
mosquito  nets  and  of  mosquito  proofed  rooms  and  houses. 

1.  Erom  every  district  the  reports  are  good  and  show  that  the 
authorities  are  alive  to  the  measures  that  should  be  taken,  and  indicate 
the  measures  which  are  being  taken  in  each  district  to  carry  on  the 
good  work  as  far  as  money  will  permit.  No  lack  of  energy  is  shown 
on  the  part  of  the  Medical  Officers,  or  of  assistance  on  the  part  of  the 
Executive  as  far  as  money  will  permit. 
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2.  The  quantity  and  cost  of  quinine  issued  gratuitously  is  shewn  as

VIII.— ANTI-PLAGUE  WORK. 

The  Clayton  Aparatus  is  kept  in  good  order. 

It  has  been  a  very  difficult  matter  fiuding  a  suitable  place  for  a 
quarantine  station  for  plague  cases  at  Calabar.  To  have  it  on  the 
mainland  was  open  to  many  and  grave  objections.  Finally  it  has  been 
decided  to  fill  up  a  site  in  the  Mangrove  swamp,  fill  up  with  sand  to  a 
height  of  some  4  or  5  feet  above  high  water,  rail  in  a  part  on  which  the 
necessary  houses  can  be  erected,  and  have  a  clear  space  all  round  of  103 
yards.  This  large  space  is  necessary  as  the  swamps  swarm  with  glossina. 

IX.— PRISONS. 

Most  of  the  Prisons  in  the  Province  were  overcrowded  and  ill  venti¬ 
lated.  But  that  will  be  very  soon  be  a  thing  of  the  past,  the 
Honourable  Provincial  Commissioner  having  issued  instructions  that  as 
far  as  possible  in  the  present  the  representations  of  Professor  Simpson 
as  to  what  is  essential  in  Tropical  Prisons  shall  be  at  once  carried  out, 
and  in  the  future,  that  these  representations  be  borne  in  mind  by  all 
District  Commissioners  when  building. 

2.  I  mav  sav  that  on  the  whole  the  health  of  the  Prisoners  is  good, 

t'  t/  O  7 

the  food  and  water  excellent,  and  that  the  Prisoners  are  kept  clean  and 
in  a  sanitary  condition  as  far  as  possible. 

3.  In  the  Calabar  Prison  there  has  been  a  great  improvement.  Tt 
is  certainly  overcrowded  but  that  is  not  of  such  importance  provided 
sufficient  ventilation  is  given.  And  that  has  been,  or  is  in  course  of 
being  given. 

The  health  of  the  Prisoners  lias  been  excellent,  the  food  plentiful 
and  of  good  quality,  the  water  supply  all  that  could  be  wished  for. 

In  consequence  the  mortality  was  small  and  showed  a  notable 
improvement.  Comparing  with  1907  and  1908  we  have: —

X.— STATISTICS. 

The  European  population  of  the  Province  on  December  31  was  377, 
178  Officials,  199  Non-Officials. 

2.  The  deaths  among  the  Europeans  were  7,  5  Officials  and  2  Non- 
Officials. 

Death  was  due  to  Blackwater  (2  cases)  ;  Asthma  and  Heart 
failure;  Gastro-enteritis;  Ilyperemesis  gravidarum;  Drowning;  Suicide. 

3.  22  Officials  and  16  Non-Officials  were  invalided  for  Neuralgia, 
Alcoholism  (2  cases),  Phthisis,  B.  Remittent  (2  cases)  Debility  (10  cases). 
Lymphadenitis  (2  cases)  Dysentery,  Malaria  (4  cases)  Enteric.  Glaucoma, 
Anaemia,  Epilepsy,  Jaundice,  Heart  disease.  Neurasthenia  (3  cases) 
Hysteria,  Injury  to  head,  Entero  colitis,  Gastritis,  Syphilis,  Sciatica. 
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XI.— CALABAR  DISTRICT. 

As  regard  my  own  district  of  Calabar  I  may  say  that : — 

1.  Sanitation . — The  Sanitary  condition  of  the  station  is  good. 

2.  Sewage. — The  pail  system  is  in  vogue,  and  the  sewage  is  thrown 
into  midstream,  below  the  town,  on  the  ebb  tide. 

There  are  certain  number  of  cess  pits  in  the  town  which  it  has  been 
decided  must  be  closed.  Pails  will  be  supplied  to  the  inhabitants  who  will 
carry  them  to  depots  from  which  the  Sanitary  labourers  will  take  them 
to  the  river.  More  latrines  will  be  built  this  vear,  as  also  dust  bins  for 
the  collection  of  refuse.  Once  we  have  dust  bins  it  will  be  possible  to 
form  an  idea  as  to  whether  a  destructor  for  burning  night  soil  and 
rubbish  can  be  used. 

3.  Slaughter  House. — A  very  excellent  slaughter  house  has  been 
built  over  the  river  and  just  completed. 

4  New  Houses. — Two  new  houses  (married  quarters)  are  in  course 
of  construction  which  will  supply  a  want  keenly  felt. 

5.  Reclamation  Work,  bush  clearing,  and  many  minor  works  for 
the  improvement  of  the  place,  have  been  taken  in  hand  during  the  year 
now  past,  and  Calabar  is  perhaps  the  most  healthy  place  on  the  Coast. 

6.  The  Hospital  and  Lunatic  Asylum  returns  have  already  been 
sent  you  for  the  Blue  Book. 

7.  The  New  Mortuary  is  completed,  a  great  boon  as  up  till  now  all 
dead  bodies  were  taken  to  the  Native  Hospital  Mortuary. 

8.  (a)  In  the  European  Hospital  126  patients  treated  with  no 

deaths,  as  against  127  cases  with  4  deaths  in  1908. 

(b)  In  the  Native  Hospital  4,342  patients  were  treated  in 
the  Extern  Department,  228  of  these  being  Europeans. 

Of  the  Natives  3,784  were  male  and  330  were  female  patients* 
This  compares  well  with  the  3,470  treated  in  1908.  The  In-patients 
numbered  1,186  (1,128  males,  58  females)  as  against  1,087  in  1908. 
The  deaths  number  31  as  against  41  in  1908. 

90  Operations  were  performed  during  1909  in  the  Native  Hospital.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Medical  Report 
for  the  Central  Province  for  the  year  1909. 


2.  One  new  Station,  Okwoga,  was  opened  during  the  year,  and 
the  Medical  Officer  at  Awka  was  transferred  to  Onitsha  as  second 
Medical  Officer.  There  has  also  been  a  second  Medical  Officer  in 
Warri  since  the  new  European  Hospital  was  opened. 


3.  Antimalaria]  work  continues.  Bush  clearing  is  being  extended 
and  kerosene  and  saprol  have  been  used  as  larvicides  on  mosquito 
breeding  pools,  but  in  less  quantities  than  last  year.  Mosquito 
net  are  increasing  in  popularity  among  the  Natives,  but  many  of 
them  are  of  a  faulty  pattern  or  wrongly  put  up,  and  consequently 
more  ornamental  than  useful.  I  have  tried  to  induce  the  Public  Works 
Department  to  get  out  a  better  pattern  of  net  than  they  usually  supply 
to  Europeans  —I  hope  successfully.  About  25  lbs.  of  quinine  have  been 
used  for  the  prophylaxis  of  Malaria,  and  this,  I  think,  is  the  most 
efficient  way  of  preventing  infection. 

4.  10,733  Vaccinations  were  performed  during  the  year,  and  of 
these  5,930  are  returned  as  “Successful”.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
“Unsuccessful”  vaccinations  are  those  which  did  not  return  for 
inspection,  when  no  result  could  be  recorded.  A  series  of  test  vaccina¬ 
tions  were  performed  by  Dr.  Franklin  at  Warri,  and  his  results  confirm 
the  favourable  results  obtained  with  ivory  points  in  the  Western 
Province. 


5.  Biting  Insects. — Culices,  Stegomyia,  and  Anophelines  are 
more  or  less  common  at  all  stations,  but  the  numbers  vary  widely  in 
different  parts  of  the  country.  As  a  rule  they  are  scarce  in  the 
vicinity  of  European  quarters  owing  to  the  relentless  war  waged 
against  them  at  ail  stations.  Tsetse  flies  are  to  be  found  in  all 
Districts,  chiefly  Glossina  Palpalis.  They  are  especially  numerous 
at  the  Forcados  Quarantine  Station,  and  several  species  of  Tabanidae 
are  very  troublesome  in  places.  Sand  flies  and  chiggers  are 
ubiquitous. 

0.  Sanitation  chiefly  consists  in  bush  clearing,  filling  in  swamps 
and  borrow  holes,  drainage,  and  disposal  of  excreta,  and  rubbish. 
This  work  is  constantly  increasing  and  forms  a  very  important  part 
of  the  Medical  Officer’s  duties.  The  dry  earth  system  is  in  general 
use,  but  in  some  places  water  latrines  are  erected  over  the  river. 
For  bush  stations  trenching  is  the  ideal  method  of  disposal  of  excreta, 
but  in  larger  stations  like  Warri  or  Onitsha  I  am  in  favour  of  some 
form  of  destructor  where  the  heat  generated  could  be  utilized  in  many 
ways,  ele.ctric  lighting,  ice  making,  &c. 

7.  The  Water  Supply  consists  mainly  of  rain  water  collected 
and  stored  in  tanks  but  in  some  of  the  districts  more  remote  from 
the  Niger  Delta  excellent  spring  water  is  abundant.  Pasteur-Cham- 
berland  filters  are  gradually  replacing  the  Berkefeld  filters  in  the 
Central  Province,  and  I  hope  that  before  many  months  are  over  every 
European  bungalow  or  mess  will  be  fully  equipped  with  Pasteur- 
Chamberland  filters.

1.  The  estimated  Native  population  of  Lagos  and  Ebute-Metta 
for  1909  was  60,716  and  the  European  514. 

2.  There  were  2,576  Births,  and  2,259  Deaths  in  Lagos  and 
Ebute-Metta. 

3.  The  Birth-rate  being  42*4  and  the  Death-rate  37*2  per 
thousand,  exclusive  of  still-births. 

4.  The  Infant  Mortality  (from  birth  to  12  years)  was  20*5  per 
thousand. 

The  Death-rate  of  Infants  in  the  first  year  of  life  was  315*3  per 
thousand  of  those  born. 

5.  There  were  176  Still-births  in  Lagos  and  Ebute-Metta  as 
compared  with  131  in  1908. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  of  Infant  in  Lagos  and  Ebute-Metta 
in  the  first  year  of  life  was  812  as  compared  with  843  in  1908. 

6.  Tables  furnished  by  the  Registrar  of  Vital  Statistics  (I  to  X) 
are  attached. 

7.  The  Chief  Causes  of  Deaths  amongst  Natives  were : — 

Malaria  614,  Dysentery  277,  Diseases  of  Digestive  System  355, 
Respiratory  564,  Circulatory  31,  Tetanus  24,  Other  Diseases  394. 

8.  (a)  Table  V  shows  5  Deaths  of  Europeans  in  Lagos  District 

as  compared  with  9  Deaths  in  1908.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  WORK  DONE  IN  THE 
LABORATORY  FOR  THE  YEAR  1909. 


The  following  work  has  been  done  in  the  course  of  the  year: 

Water  Analysis: — Altogether  45  samples  of  Water  have  been 
analysed,  received  from  various  parts  of  the  Colony ;  26  of  these 
were  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Lagos  Government  Railway  from 
various  places  on  the  line,  6  were  in  connection  with  the  Iju  scheme 
for  the  Lagos  Water  Supply  (see  also  under  Miscellaneous  Work), 
and  13  from  various  other  places  as  Okwoga,  Bende,  N’Kissi,  etc. 

Ghemico-Legal : — 6  specimens  were  examined  in  connection  with 
Police  cases,  3  were  for  Blood  Stains,  the  other  3  were  connected 
with  cases  of  illness  suspected  to  be  due  to  poison.  In  regard  to 
these  last  cases,  a  letter  was  submitted  by  me  for  the  information  of 
the  Government  summing  up  my  experience  in  the  cases  which  have 
come  under  my  observation  during  the  past  10  years. 

Customs  Department : — For  Customs  purposes  31  samples  of 
spirits  were  examined  and  12  samples  of  tinned  foodstuffs  under  the 
Adulteration  of  Foods  Ordinance.  The  spirits  included  13  samples  of 
Rum,  7  of  Gin,  6  of  Whisky,  2  of  Brandy,  the  other  samples  being  one 
each  Quinine  Wine,  Kola  Syrup  and  ‘Mumme’  (a  Beer  extract). 
2  samples  of  Perfumes  were  also  examined  for  alcohol  to  facilitate 
the  assessment  of  Import  duty  and  a  Tralle’s  Alcoholometer  was 
calibrated  for  the  use  of  Customs  Officials. 

Liquor  Traffic  Commission  : — In  connection  with  the  enquiry  into 
the  nature,  quality  and  amount  of  spirits  consumed  in  the  Colony, 
15  samples  of  Native-made  Wines  and  Beers  were  examined,  and  it 
was  found  they  contained  alcohol  on  the  average  to  the  small  amount 
of  2,27%,  the  highest  limit  reached  being  S’S0/?. 

Medical  Department: — A  supply  of  Formaldehyde  was  purified 
and  a  new  style  of  Filter  was  tested  for  the  Principal  Medical  Officer 
and  reported  on.  Assistance  was  given  as  far  as  possible  to  medical 
officers  who  required  to  do  any  experimental  work  in  the  Laboratory. 

Miscellaneous  Work. 

Iju  Water  Scheme : — 4  Samples  of  Sand  and  19  Samples  of  Cla}^ 
were  examined  for  Mr.  Peet,  the  Engineer  in  Charge  of  the  Iju 
Water  Scheme.  The  sand  was  tested  in  regard  to  its  size  being 
suitable  for  the  filter  beds. 

Railway  Department : — In  addition  to  the  waters  mentioned 
above,  a  sample  of  Kerosene  was  examined  for  flash  point,  and  a 
sample  of  Boiler  Scale  was  analysed. 

Oshoybo  Water  Supply  : — A  visit  was  made  to  Oshogbo  to  inspect 
the  Reservoir  there  and  a  report  submitted.  Other  general  work 
included  the  examination  of  4  specimens  of  stones  and  iron  from 
Okwoga,  an  investigation  as  to  the  nature  of  the  black  discoloration  of 
red  roofing-tiles  and  uralite  slates  (3  samples  of  different  kinds  were 
submitted),  analysis  of  six  samples  of  brass  wire  gauze  used  for 
mosquito  proofing,  and  the  examination  of  a  barrel  of  bituminous  oil 
from  the  Bitumen  Co.  Ltd.  In  connection  with  the  investigation  of 
the  tinned  foodstuffs  imported  into  the  Colony,  a  further  lot  of  14 
samples  were  examined  and  the  report  showed  them  to  be  of 
fair  quality. 

Agricultural  Council : — As  member  of  this  Council  I  attended 
seven  of  the  eight  meetings  called  in  this  interval  to  consider  chieflv 
matters  concerning  arrangements  for  the  Agricultural  Shows  held  at 
Calabar  in  December,  1909,  and  at  Ibadan  in  January,  1910.
